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ment, and ſpecially as to the par- 
ticular Laws and Conſtitutions 
of this Engliſh Church,which are 
not yer repealed, nor arc like to 
be for me, till I ſec morc Ration= 
all and Religious motives , then 
Souldiers uſe to carty in their 
Knapſacks. 

But we mult leave the ſuccefle 
of all to God , who hath mauy 
waics ( having firſt taken us off 
from the folly of our opinions, 
and fury of our paſhon ) to teach 
us thoſe rules of rrue Reaſon,and 
peaceable WiſdSme,which is from 
above , trending moſt to Gods 
glory and his Churches good , 
Which I think my ſclf ſo much

Nor may any men, I think, 


wichout finne and preſumption, 


forcibly 
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forcibly endeayour to caſt the 
Churches under my care and tu- 
ition, into the moulds they have 
fancicd,and faſhioncd to their dc - 
fignes, till they have frit gained.

my own and other mens Con(ci- 
ences bythe ſtrength of theirRea- 
ſons. 

Other voilent motions, which 
are ncither Manly, Chriſtian,nor 
is wo 3 ſhall never cither ſhake 
or {ettle my Religion ; nor any 
mans elſe, who knows what Re- 
ligion means : And how far it is 
removed from all Fa&tion whoſc 
proper engine is force ; the arbi- 
trator of beaſts , notof rcaſona- 
blemen ,- much lefle of humble 
Chriftians, and Loyall Subje&s, 
in matters of Religion. 

But men are prone to have 
ſuch high coneeirs of themſclyes , 
that they care not what coſt they 
lay out upon their opinions z cl- 
pecially thoſe that have tome 


| temptation of gain,to recompence 
| their lofles and hazards. 
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Yet I was more ſcandalized at 
the Scots Armics coming in a- 
gainſt my will, and their forfci- 
-rure of ſo many Obligations of 
duty, and gratitude to me : then 
I wondred, how thoſe here, could 
ſo much diſtruſt Gods afliftance; 
who ſv much pretended Gods 
Cauſe to the People , as if they 
had the certainty of ſome divine 
Revelationzconſidering they were 
more then competently furniſhed 
with my Subje&s Armes and 
Ammunition, my Navy by ca, 
my Forts, Caſtles and Ciries by 
Land. 

' But I find, that men jealous of 
the juſtihableneſſe of their doings 
and delignes before God , never 
think they have humane ſtrength 
enough to carry their work on, 
, ſeem it never ſo plauſible to the 
People 3 what cannor be juſtificd 
in Law or Religion, had needbt 
fortified with power, 

And yet fuch is the inconſtanc 
that aitends all minds engaged in} 
a violent motion , that whoin 
TR ES 
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ſome of them one while carneſtly 
invire to come in to their afſ1- 
hince ; others of them ſoon after 
arc weary of , and with nauſca- 
ting caſt them out : what one 
Party thought to river to a ſerled - 
nefſe by the ſtcength and influence 
of the Scors,that the other rcjes 
and contemns; art once, deſpifing 
the Kirk Governinent, and - Diſ- 
cipline of the Scots, and frauſtra- 
ting the ſucceſle of to chargeable, 
more then charitable aſfiitance : 
For, ſure the Church of England 
might have purchaſed at a far 
cheaper rate, the truth and happi- 
nefle of reformed Goyernment 
and Diſcipline ( if ir had been 
wanting ) though it had enter- 
tained the beſt Divines of Chri- 
it:ndome for their advice in a full 
and free Synod ; which I was e- 
rer willing to , and defircous of, 
thar marters being impartially 
ſetled, might be more ſatisfaRory 
toall, and more durable. Bur 
mach of Gods juſtice, and mans 
folly will at length be diſcovered, 
through 
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through all the filmes , and pre. 
renfions of Religion , in which 
Politicians wrap up their deſigns; 
In vain domcn hope, to build 
thelr picty on the ruines of Loy- 
alty. Nor can thoſe conſiderati- 
ons or deſigns be durable , when 


Sabjc&s make bankrupt of thcir - 


Allegiance,under prerence of ſet- 
ting up a quicker trade for Reli, 
JON. 

But, as My Jubje&s of Scot- 
land never deſerted Me, (o I can- 
not think that the moſt are gone
